1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the presence of "Fig 2" at 
the bottom. Correction Is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the materials claimed 
in claims 5 and 6 must be shown by appropriate cross hatching in sectional views or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

3. Claim 5/5 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
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dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 5/5 is dependent 
from itself. 

4. Claim 6 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent claim. See 
MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim has not been further treated on the merits, 

5. Applicant is advised that should claim 2 be found allowable, claim 7 will be 
objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two 
claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claimi is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Roberson 
et al in view of either Pearl or Passant. 

Roberson et al teach a single use container, which would inherently have a 
bottom face and sidewall and a lip with an outer hook, defined by the seam 19. The 
container is sued with a nipple assembly with a cap having an outer annular flange with 
locking flange with a lower angularly dispose shoulder at 19 which engages the hook on 
the lip. The nipple includes anflange40 and the cap includes an upward extension at 34 
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with a recess defining flange engaging surfaces (not numbered). Although the cap 
lacks a hump on it's inner flange, to have provided such a hump for engaging an inner 
rib on the container to provide a seal would have been obvious in view of the teaching 
of either Pearl at 221 and 29 or Passant. The frusto-conical shape has long been used 
in the industry by Gerber Products, for example. 

7. Claims 2, 3, 5/(1-3) and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over the references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in . view of 
Anderson. To have provided the cape with an aperture for receiving a vent would have 
been obvious in view of such teaching by Anderson at39 and 50. To have provided a 
cover for the teat to protect it would also have been obvious in view of Anderson. The 
materials claimed are considered to be well-known in the art as shown by Anderson and 
would therefore have been obvious. 

8. Claims 4 and 5/4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claim 3 above, and further in view of Fitzpatrick. 

To have optionally formed a separate cap with a bead to protect the teat would 
have been obvious in view of such teaching by Fitzpatrick at 75. 

9. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the OfTice, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 
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1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Blackstone shows another nipple and cap with corresponding 
vent openings. Merrill, Jr. et al show a frusto-conical cap. Williams et al, ford, 
Woodbury Jr. Wilson et al, Searer and Morash show snap fit caps with nipples. Meyers 
et al and Vichai show integral caps with nipples. Kesselring et al and Duerme show 
nipples with inner and outer flanges for securing to containers.
